Mix one teaspoon of light-duty 
detergent in half a pint of luke­ 
warm 
water.

Then ap 
ply small quantities of clear luke­ 
warm water, blotting after each 
application. 
When the stain has gone, cover 
area with toweling and place a 
weight on top. Leave in place fotu­ 
to six hours.

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Sometimes the caravan crept along for 
hours in low gear. This is the road 
south of Loreto, narrow, twisty, rocky. 


Millions of years ago nature fash­ 
ioned a proving ground for trucks 
that man can never duplicate. Today 
it is known as the Baja (bah' halt) 
California Peninsula, Mexico. 
These pictures give you only a bare 
idea of the place. The road bears no 
resemblance to the modern highways 
on the Mexican mainland. It’s fine for 
340 miles below the U.S. border. Then 
the beating begins. Rocks and hard- 
baked ruts bang, punch, jab and jerk 
the trucks from stem to stern. Ixiose 
sand makes them straggle and strain. 
Dust chokes them. Heat roasts them. 
Rivers drench them.
